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The Oaxaca Coinage 


The revolutionary and unsettled period in Mexico between the years 
1910 and 1916 brought about, as we know, a great many coinages more or 
less as emergency issues. The most interesting of these and by far the most 
important both economically and numismatically was that which took place 
in 1915 in what was then the independent state Oaxaca, where Jose Ines

Davila was at the head of the government. This issue is remarkable in many 
ways and in no way more so than by fact that in addition to the silver and 
copper issues like those in other parts of the country, about the same time, 
it also included the striking of four denominations in gold, always unusual 
in emergency issues. 

In addition to these coins of sixty, twenty, ten and five peso value in 
the most precious metal, there were also five, two and one pesos, fifty and 
twenty centavos in silver, and twenty, ten, five, three and one centavos in

copper. This list of denominations, by the way, shows an interesting over- 
lapping in denominations. Thus there are five peso pieces in both gold and 
silver and twenty centavo. pieces in copper and silver. 

The coins were struck in what had been the Mexican government mint 
in the city of Oaxaca and the dies for them were cut first by an American 
resident of the city and then by Miguel Monroy whose father acted as mint 
director. 

A great number of dies was used for the various denominations and 
there was much muling of the dies, thus creating numberless varieties. 
Thus while there were actually only fourteen different coins in the series, 
a complete collection of all varieties would probably number close to one 
hundred and fifty pieces. 
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All the coins bore as the main feature of the obverse design a portrait 
of the Mexican hero Benito Pablo Juarez. All too are dated 1915 with the 
exception of the premier piece of the issue, the sixty peso gold which was

struck in the early part of 1916. These pieces are extremely rare, only 
twenty one of them are reported to have been minted. Indeed the whole is- 
sue is scarce, much of the gold and silver having been driven out of cir- 
culation by the depreciated paper currency and melted down for its bullion 
value. 

The issue came to an end in March 1916 when the forces of General 
Carranza overthrew the independent government of Oaxaca and the state 
again became an integral part of Mexico.

Post And Pre-Dated Coins 


The British East India Company, as representative of the royal govern- 
ment and also as fiscal agent for some of the native governments exercised 
the right of coinage in several parts of India almost from the beginning of 
its operations in what was to become the present vast British Indian Empire. 
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At first different coins were issued for use in the different parts of the 
country but as the Company’s power began to grow greater and more unified, 
this method became cumbersome and inconvenient. 

Finally, during the reign of King William IV began a coinage which 
was standardized for circulation in all parts of the country then under Eng- 
lish control. The silver unit of this issue, the rupee, unlike the earlier 
issues, bore a portrait of the English soverign on the obverse. 

In 1860 a rupee was struck having on the obverse a youthful and at- 
tractive bust of Queen Victoria, robed and coronated in ornate style and like 
that on the so-called gothic crown minted in Gt. Britain. Coins of this type 
were issued thereafter for many years and illustrated one numismatic pe-

culiarity that is sometimes found, especially on coins made for circulation 
among people who are not able to read the inscription written upon them. 
They all bear the date 1860, but for each year after that one, a small dot 
is added just under the date Thus the coins for 1861 have one dot; those 
for 1862, two dots and so on 

This, of course, is not the only case in numismatic history where coins 
bear a date previous to that of their actual striking. The same thing has 
apparently occurred on some of the early issues of our own United States 
coins and numerous other instances might be found. 

It was reserved, however, for the tiny principality of Monaco famous as 
the seat of the great gambling casino at Monte Carlo, to create numismatic 
history and make what is perhaps the only issue of coins actually in legal 
circulation previous to the date they bear. 

In the last three months of 1925, aluminum bronze pieces of fifty 
centimes, one and two frane value bearing the date 1926 were current and 
in daily use in the city of Monaco and its beautiful and notorious suburb, 
Vionte Carlo

Irish Coins 


The long awaited issue of eight pieces (three silver; two nickel and 
three bronze) for the Irish Free State has made its appearance and is il- 
lustrated here. This new issue has created a very considerable interest 
among collectors and numismatic students generally. The designs, different 
for the reverse of each denomination are original both in conception and 
treatment. They have created some unfavorable criticism but have on the 
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whole been enthusiastically received and may be considered a real achieve- 
ment in numismatie art.

It may be of some interest to know the circumstances under which the 
designs were chosen. The Irish Minister of Finance appointed a committee 


the chairman of which was the well known man of letters. Senator 
W. B. Yeats. Other members of the committee were Messrs. Dermod O’Brien, 
Lucius O'Callaghan, Thomas Bodkin and Barry M. Egan. The public was 


invited to make suggestions as to appropriate symbols for use on the coins 


of experts,

Paul Manship (New York); Perey Metcalfe (London); Carl Milles (Sweden yrs 
Publio Morbiducei (Rome); Albert Power (Dublin) and Oliver Shepphard 
(Dublin). Photographs of the animals and of the types of harps selected 
were given each artist and a substantial fee was paid to each regardless of 
whether or not his designs were accepted. 

The committee examined the thirty six designs submitted without know- 
ing the name of the artist responsible and unanimously chose these prepared

by Percy Metcalfe, and it was from these that the dies were prepared. Sets 
of the coins in gold were struck for presentation to the members of the com- 
mittee and proof sets in the regular metals were issued for sale to collectors 
and others interested. 

We are now informed that the Irish Free State is about to issue ten 
shilling and one pound pieces in gold and their appearance will be looked 
forward to with the same eagerness that has attended the appearance of the 
smaller denominations of this issue.

An Issue Of Mexican Cast Coins 


From the very earliest days of metallic money, except in China, prac- 
tically all coins have been die struck, that is the devices upon them have been 
made by pressure from incuse designs cut in dies of sufficient hardness, very 
much as hot sealing wax is impressed by a seal. 

It is true that there have been occasional regular issues made by the 
simpler process of casting or pouring molten metal into a prepared mold. 
Among the best known of these are the old Roman coins, bulky lumps of 
copper rudely marked, the largest of which weigh approximately a pound and 
which were current about three hundred years before Christ, 

From time to time since then special or unusual conditions have forced 
the production of cast coins as leval issues, but numismatists know that cast 
pieces are usually counterfeits.

A recent emergency issue of cast pieces now torms one of the rarities 
for which collectors of Spanish American coins eagerly search. They were 
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made in the Mexican State of Sinaloa during June and July of 1913. The 
country was then in the midst of the troubled and uncertain period following 
the revolution which forced old Porfirio Diaz to relinquish his office as Presi- 
dent, from which he had ruled with dictatorial power for many years. The 
new government failed to maintain order and rebellions more or less violent 
broke out in many parts of the country. Such a movement in the State of 
Sinaloa, under General Rafael Buelna, seized bullion from the El Rosario 
mine and cast coins of one peso (dollar) denomination. They were very 
rudely made in molds of coarse sand and of the familiar type of the regular 
Mexican peso with an eagle on the obverse and a radiate liberty cap on the 
reverse. According to the records 25,000 of them were issued, a number 
which should under ordinary circumstances, leave quite a sufficient supply 
for collectors. However, they are very rare which is easily explained by 
the fact that the silver of which they were made contained a high percentage 
of gold. While the amount of the more precious metal in them has been 
greatly exaggerated in tne telling, it is true that on account of it they were 
worth much more than their face value. Consequently the greater proportion 
of them have been melted down for bullion and the few remaining specimens 
are being jealously guarded by those fortunate enough to possess them. 

Later in the same year (1913) another revolutionary leader General 
Juan Carrasco, in the State of Sinaloa also issued cast coins, silver pesos 
like the others and of rather better appearance. These too are now rare 
for their bullion value as silver was greater than their face value and many 
of them also were melted down. 





New Coins In Bulgaria 


The par value of the Lev has been changed to .72239 cents. New coins 
of 10 & 20 Stotinki and of 1, 2, 5 and 10 Lewa will be issued in nickel and 
copper; 20, 50 and 100 Lewa will be issued in silver of 680 fineness. Bank- 
notes of Lewa 100 and smaller will be withdrawn from circulation. 





Doubloons Found 


Four fishermen on the beach near Batabano, Cuba, Tuesday excavated 
four old cannon, in the muzzles of which they found ancient Spanish doub- 
loons, pieces of gold and rare old jewelry, of an estimated value of $50,000. 
One of the cannon bore the date of 1687. 

Cuban law provides that a large part of such treasure shall be used to 
enrich the national coffers. However, Castellanos Mena, Congressman from 
Batabano, who brought the story of the discovery to Havana, is endeavoring 
to have the fishermen rewarded with a big share of their find. He believes 
it to be an old pirate cache.

Questions and Answers 


A. C. H., West Haven:—The rubbings you send are not clear enough to 
to make the identification of all of your coins absolutely certain, They are 


as follows:— 
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No. 1. A Vernon Medal. These were issued in a great number of 
varieties to commemorate the naval victories of Admiral Vernon of the 
British Navy. They are purely medallic and were made in England but must 
have been very popular as souvenirs in this country during the colonial days 
as large numbers of them have turned up here. 


No. 2. A coin of the late Roman empire. The rubbing is too poor to 


identify this coin exactly but it is apparently of the period of Constantine 
the Great, first Christian Emperor of Rome. 


No. 3. A Swedish one ore piece. 


No. 4. An English half penny token of the series known as EKighteenth 
Century or Conder tokens. 


No. 5. A 5 baiocchi piece of the Papal States. 


No. 6. Apparently a half real of Spain. 


No. 7. Apparently a two kopeck piece of Russia or the Russian Province 
of Finland. 


None of these pieces are rare or even scarce, 


B. R., Norfolk, Va. The piece of which you send us a rubbing is 
Quatre sols (four sols) issued during the reign of Louis XIV in France. 
These coins were struck in immense quantities in the royal mints at Paris 
and Vimy. Your piece is from the Vimy mint as indicated by the mint letter 
D in the center of the cross on the reverse. It is not a rare coin. 


We illustrate here a new Spanish 25 centimos piece in nickel. Although 
dated 1927 this is the first specimen of this issue that has come to our at-

tention and we think likely it was not actually put into circulation until late 


in the year of its first issue. 
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Americas First Coin 


For a long time there has been considerable discussion as to what was 
the first coin issued in Mexico and thus the first coin minted in the Americas. 
It is our impression, resulting from observation and study of the subject that 
the first American coin is the three reales piece of Charles and Johanna 
struck at Mexico. Only two specimens of this interesting piece are now 
known to exist both in private collections in the United States. 

It has been said that there is also an eight reales piece of the same 
issue but no such coin, authentic beyond all question has yet turned up. 


Patterns For The New French Coins 





The coining of gold and silver pieces has begun at the French mint on 
the Seine quayside. Ten different types of gold pieces and nine of silver are 
to be struck out of a host of different designs sent in during the last six 
months by French artists. A jury of artists is to choose three different types 
of gold and silver pieces to be submitted to the Government for its final 
choice as to the new coinage to be issued shortly. 





Coins in New Guinea 


An ordinance has been issued giving the Administrator of New Guinea 
power to make and issue in the territory cupro nickel penny and halftpenny 
coins equal in size to a shilling and a sixpence respectively. The coins, which 
are to be without milled edges, are to have the words ‘Territory of New 
Guinea” impressed or stamped upon them, and to have a hole in the centre, 
This will enable natives to wear them round their necks. These symbols of 
Commonwealth value will pass for legal tender within the territory up to 5s.

A Demonetized Issue 


In 1883 there was issued by the United States mint a five cent piece 
which in several ways has proved of special interest. Its obverse bore the 
head of Liberty similar to that which appeared on nickels for many years 
until it was superseded by the now familiar Buffalo nickels. The reverse had 
the Roman numeral, a capital V as an indication of the denomination. 
Through some oversight, however, the word ‘‘cents’’ nowhere appeared on 
the coin. 

Quick witted but dishonest persons saw an opportunity here and these 
five cent pieces soon were found, tastefully gilded and deceptively passing as 
five dollar gold pieces. The fraud was made the more easy because the 
American people, unlike those of most European nations are not familiar 
with gold in ordinary circulation and so would not quickly notice the de- 
ception, especially noticeable in the matter of weight. 
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Of course as soon as this novel form of counterfeiting was roticed the 
issue of the coinage was stopped and new dies prepared with the word cents 
suitably engraved thereon. 

Also immediately arose a popular misconception which has survived to 
the present day that these ‘‘cents-less’’ nickels were demonetized and with- 
drawn from circulation. Such was not the case and even now, more than 
forty years after their original issue, they sometimes though infrequently 
turn up in circulation. 

Indeed no coin, with one exception, ever issued from the United States 
mint has ever been demonetized and half cents, three cent pieces, twenty 
cent pieces and coins of other denominations still existing in new types may 
be used as legal tender. 

Perhaps before describing the single exception it would be well to ex- 
plain just what is meant by ‘“‘legal tender’. (Money is Legal Tender if the 
law requires that it be accepted by a creditor when offered in payment of a 
debt. To avoid inconvenience, minor coins are usually made legal tender 
only up to certain specified and limited amounts. Thus a creditor could not 
be forced to accept the payment of one hundred dollar debt in one cent piece. 

The only American coin which has been deprived of its standing as 
legal tender is the so called Trade dollar. These pieces were issued first in 
1873 as the result of a petition to Congress by Western trade bodies who 
wished a coin of the same weiziit and fineness as the Mexican Dollar for use 
in trading with Japan and China where the Mexican Dollar circulated freely. 
The coins did not prove acceptable in the far east, however, and drifted into 
circulation at home being legal tender in amounts up to five dollars. In 
1876 their use was legally limited to exportation and they were declared no 
longer legal tender at home. They were discontinued entirely after 1887, 
the only discredited member of the American numismatic family.

Valuable Counterfeits 





Counterfeit coins are generally the bane of numismatists as well as 
other honest folk, but certain spurious gold coins exist which are worth more 
than the pieces which they imitate. The reason is that they are fabricated 
from pure platinum, a metal today much more valuable than gold. The story 
of their origin is entertaining to say the least. A great deal of platinum was 
found in the South American silver mines in the days before it had become 
commercially valuable. Consequently it was cast aside by the miners and 
lay disregarded for years. At last some shrewd but unscrupulous person 
realized that the metal so discarded was a material eminently suited for the 
making of counterfeit gold coins, always difficult to copy successfully because 
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of their weight. Platinum is actually slightly heavier than gold and when 
fashioned into coins needs only to be gilded or plated to pass easily for gold. 
Such counterfeits were made and for some years were quite common. Gradu- 
ally, however, the price of platinum increased until after some years the 
value of these counterfeits as platinum was considerably greater than the 
value of the gold coins they were intended to simulate, and they were quite 
as eagerly sought as if they had been real money. The most common were 
the well made copies of the gold twenty real piece of Queen Isabella II of 
Spain, but American five and ten dollar pieces were also counterfeited in 
platinum and probably the gold coins of some other countries. 

Platinum has all the essential qualities to make it a desirable metal 
from which to strike coins. It is now intrinsically valuable, attractive in 
appearance, hard enough to withstand wear and not subject to corrosion. 
Still it has been very little used for legitimate coinages, perhaps because it is 
somewhat difficult to work but more probably because its great value is a 
comparatively recent development, resulting from the demand for its use in 
electrical and scientific appliances and also its present popularity in jewelry. 
Nevertheless it has a place in numismatic history more respectable than 
that given by its employment in counterfeiting. The Russian Empire coined 
platinum pieces of three, six and twelve rubles value for some years, begin- 
ning in 1828. This use of platinum was due to the fact that a large part of 
the world’s supply of platinum comes or rather came from the Imperial mines 
in the Ural mountains and the government then had no other way of profit- 
ably disposing of the metal. The coins seem never to have been well re- 
ceived and their issue was discontinued in 1845. In this connection it is 
interesting to note that there have been recently several rumors that the 
Bolshevist government was considering the issue of platinum coins in an at- 
tempt to re-establish fearfully depreciated Russian paper currency.

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An Important Book 


A difficulty that faces all coin collectors is that full information is not 
easy to secure. Stamp collectors have very complete catalogues which fur- 
nish them with full lists of all the various issues. No such catalogues are 
available for the collector of coins. The immensity of the subject is too 
great to make it possible to compile the list. But the very vastness helps 
somewhat to lessen the problem, for coin collectors, much more than col- 
lectors of stamps are apt to become specialists. They devote themselves to 
coins of a special series, nation, period or type and each of these various di- 
visions can generally secure all the information necessary for the intelligent 
forming of their collection. 

It is evidently a natural consequence that the publication of an adequate 
book on any particular series among the many coin issues of the world will 
be of great assistance to the collectors of that particular series and will also 
greatly stimulate. 

Just that has happened in the case of the pieces known as ‘Civil War 
Store Cards and Tokens’’. These fascinating little coins closely associated 
with an important and critical period in the history of the United States 
have long attracted the attention of collectors in American, but had never 
received the careful consideration they deserved because no one had any 
guide to assist them either in arranging the specimens already in hand or to 
aid them with information as to what to look for. 

Lately a catalogue of the Civil War Store cards in the collections of Mr. 
Julius Guttag has been published and while like any catalogue of the sort, 
it can not claim to be entirely complete it gives over ten thousand varieties 
of these interesting pieces and furnishes the prospective collector with a com- 
prehensive survey of the field which he is entering. 

These Civil War Store pieces themselves form a very typical example of 
what has often occurred in the numismatic world. They are the result of a 
shortage of small change which seems to have frequently occurred in war 
times in many countries. They were privately issued by merchants and oth- 
ers whose business was seriously handicapped by the lack of fractional cir- 
enlating medium. Characteristically, their issuers took occasion to profit by 
their necessity and used the cards frequently for propaganda or for adver- 
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tising. In this they followed the custom established in the earlier American 
“Hard Times’’ tokens and the great token issue which took place in England 
during the Napoleonic wars. 

It would be impossible to describe the pieces in any detail. Generally 
they were of one cent denomination and in copper though other denomina- 
tions and many other metals are represented in the series. Often they were 
not unlike the current United States bronze cent in type though many other 
designs were also used. Now that an adequate list of them has been pub- 
lished their popularity among collectors is bound to increase.
